And firſt of al, That it zs neceſſary and re- 
quiſite unto the very being and preſervation of 
bealth,(yea indeed ſo far forth neceſlary, thar 
if any one intercept the ſaid paſſages of che Air 
into the body,-1t unavoidably periſhech 1n a 
moment or very ſhort time ) appeareth even 
from hence, to wit, that unleſs che heart 
ſhould be cooled, and unleſs that the Internal 
fire or heat ſhould. be ventiJaced and excited, 
and laſtly, unleſs the ſpirits ſhould continual- 
ly be refreſhed and revived, a-man could not 
poſlibly pur forth, or exercite his Actions. Now 
the.

Wels, and the Natural Baths. 

The Aquz acidulz, or medicinal Wels, are 
waters which from certain minerals bemg 
furniſhed with a ſharp taſt and other Virtues, 
doe cure diſeaſes, when r1ghtly uſed. -  -

whence theſe waters bave their name, 1s not 1n 
al of them alike ſtrong. Some are ſharp, o- 
chers winy, others bave ſcarce a f{effible carc- 
neſs. Somcimes allo the ſelt ſame Wels are fo 
ſharp as to cauſe a Diſencery, ſomtimes again 
chey are without any taſt, otherwhiles very 
graceful coche pallace z which happens, either 
through the extremity of hot weather, which 
exhales their belt parcs 3 or by reaſon of rainy 
weather, whereby che waters are allaid with 
the rain z or through a cloudy, dark air with 
fouth winds, which peircing 1nco the' bowels 
of the earth, and the veins of mineral waters, 
makes chem clayifh, troubled and thick; or 
through a peſtilential and peneral contagion of 
che Air; or þy overflowing Rivers; oc Realty , 
which ſeldom happens, by reaton of ſome 
Earchquake.
